IVfany Disasters in 1900. 

The closing year in theiunteenth | 
century had a record of disasters ; 
that is notable. They occurred on j 
land and water, and while there j 
were terrible accidents and casual* ; 
tics, there were others to be class* j 
ed in what we term "visitations of 
providence," like the Galveston 
storm, earthquake, tornadoes, 
cloudbursts and the like. The 
Springfield Republican lists the 
rjjOSt.gepouS; as follows: 

The submersion of Galveston, 
To£., was, of course, the great 
castatrophe of the year, if not of 
the century, involving £he loss of 
6,000 lives and of property valued 
at $29^000,000. Next in horror 
to ,this flood of September S, comes 
the terrible fire of June £0, along 
tha steamship piers at Hoboken, 
which cost 300 lives, and a propers 
ty loss of $10,006,600. Nearly 
every month brought forth new 
camlamities, which we^e distribut- 
ed in all parts of the country. Jn 
March, 47^ miners lost their tlayes 
by the explosion of firesdanap in a 
West Virginia coal mine. In April, 
a cloudburst in the Colorado river 
valley in Texas cost 40 lives, and 
15 more were lost in the same 
month in the flood about Waco, in 
the same state. May was marked 
by the terrible explosion in the 
Pleasant Valley coal company's 
#rine ; p<t SchcfieSd, Utah, which 
(killed 250 miners, t#d in the same 
naonth 28 men were killed in a 
North Carolina mine. £n June, a 
train ran into a washout near 
McDoncugh, Ga., and 35 were 
killed. There were several bad 
accidents on July 4, including the 
wreck of a trolley car at Tacoma, 
Wash., in which 23 persons were 
killed. The August tragedy .was 
a grade-crossing accident .at Sla- 
tington, Pa., in which 14 persons 
lost their lives, and many others 
were injured, |ni September^ be- 
sides the Qralyeatpn horror, there 
were two bad train yyrecks and 
two tornadoes, iu which many peo- 
ple were killed. October had 
several cestly fires including the 
terrific explosion of Taivraut's dr 
store iu New York. In-N'oyenaher, 
a tornado .cost VQ lives in Tennessee 
and Mississippi, and 20 persons 
were killed and 80 injured. ftt San 
Francisco by the collapse of a roof 
on which a crowd was watching a 
football game. December was 
marked by disastrous wrecks on 
the great lakes. The rapst notable 
foreign disaster were the earths 
quake of January 1, which destroy- 
ed 600 lives at Tiflis, in Bussian 
Caucasia, and the fowdening of 
the German training frigate Gneis- 
cnau off Malaga., December 13, in 
which 140 were drowned. 

This, cf course, is ©ot a com- 
plete list, but it shows great loss 
of life in the few cases cited. The 
famine in India is not fairly ±© be 
classed in the list of disasters was 
an international hai'iror, and the 
wars in South Africa and the Phi- 
lippines., and the uprising of the 
Boxers in China are .tragedies that 
have filled many graves and sad- 
dened many homes. We trust 
that the first year of the new cens 
tury shall witness bountiful har> 
vests in India, and peace in China 
Africa and the Philipines.— Au- 
gusta Chronicle.

Of 
these twenty were married and 
nearly thirty answers from the fifty 
men editors who were unanimous 
and emphatic in their opinion that 
the newspaper office was not fit for 
a girl. They take much the same 
general view of the matter that the 
exigencies of newspaper work is a 
severe tax upon the physical 
strength and that the influences of 
a newspaper offiee are almost sure 
to coarsen a girl .—Ex.

Dahlonega 
was a small place, so was Gaines- 
ville and Winder'. In fact 24 ye:us 
ago 1 was there, and there were 
but 2 log eabius, now it is a good 
many times as large as your town 
and is fall of life and business. A 
cotton factory is going up in Win- 
der and a number of tine buildings. 
Gainesville has a large shoe facto- 
tory and one of the largest buildings 
going up for a cotton mill I ever 
saw. It covers several acres of 
land. The smoke stack is 212 high. 
They claim the foundation wall is It 
feet thick; iu the center of the wall 
is an open space 8 inches wide. The 
j open space extends all round and 
to the top. The wall is in continual 
motion vibrating; the 8 inches will 
close slowly then expands S inches 
repeating the motion. The boss 
contractor of the work says if he 
was at the top and yibration was to 
cease he would go down as quick 
as possible. The boss workmen 
and capital are from the New Eng- 
land States, There are about 1000 
men working on the factory and 
building tenant houses. They use 
10 carloads of lumber per day and 
all they can buy from the country. 
We stayed oyer 48 hours and spent 
all the time we were able in look- 
ing around. Mr. M. would have 
us go down below the factory build- 
ing and look at the New Holland 
.Spring which he claimed was the 
largest spring in Georgia. I 
thought I would let him know that 
Taliaferro county had something 
great too, so I told him about 3 
miles northeast of Crawfordville 
there was a spring bolder than the 
New Holland and I very much 
doubted if a hundred (100) people 
iu the county kuewi t. If you do not 
know of it Uncle Tom Evans will 
show il loyou. Then I told him of 



the Blue Springs about 3 miles be- 
low Albany, Ga., about a 1000 
times as largo as New Holland. 

We came by hack from Gaines- 
ville to Dahlouoga. The shortest 
road is 22 miles, but wc came the 
upper route which is 25 miles and 
very rough. All vehicles have 
brakes on them; could not travel 
without them. For 15 miles from 
Gainesville the land is poor broken 
and hilly; then wc struck the moun- 
tain ridge where the timber is bet-> 
ter and some tine land. 

Dahlonega is surrounded by 
mountains. The highest is 135 feet, 
right in the edge of the corporation 
and is called Crown Mountain. Lt 
is very rich in gold. The Crown 
Mouotaiu Gold Mining Co., operas 
ting a mine here, is in good shape 
eyery way and building a large 
mill in ' mile of the court house 
and will run it by electricity. There 
are many paying mines here. The 
Consolidated Gold Mining Co., 1 
mile northeast of the court house 
has the finest lot of machinery I 
ever saw. They crush 50 tons' of 
ore per hour. On Chestatcc there 
is one dredge boat in operation and 
several more about complete. 

People here have a great deal of 
confidence in the Crown Mountain 
mine. Two men came here from the 
North last week and examined for 
themselves aud bought stock. One 
came yesterday and examined the 
mine. Several more came this 
evening. 

The people of the North get all 
good things. They study every 
thing and get every thing — knowl- 
edge is power. Their education is 
practical; our people know a little 
about farmingand may have a good 
mental education and when that is 
said about all is said. 1 don't ex- 
pect there is a practical mineralog- 
ist or orologist in your county, but 
probably it might be best for me 
to take that back, as I learn a com- 
pany is beginning or about to be- 
gin work on the A. T. Brightwell 
gold mine in the North- Western 
part of your county and some of 
them ought to understand the bus- 
iness.

My Dear Sir:— 

Your lettest of this- date, asking 
m« to give you a history of the 
early mining on the Dahlonega 
6fcW Belt, and' t*ke result of the 
samc.togethor with my experience 

to tite- result' of 1 opcr-atinj 
in the- bel>t r has- been rcceiyed and 1 
duly eonsicteredi Tn reply will say 
—almost any one,- who will stop 
to think and investigate the hiss 
tory of the gold fields of the United 
States, coukV answer the first part 
of your inquiry as well as myself. 
My recollection is thf.t our State 
Geological report, published some 
years since,, estimates from mint 
icports and other sellable statistics, 
that Georgia had. then produced 
over sixteen* million -dollars of gold 
and" I think that the mint located 
B» this- town, before the war, coins 
ed between six and seven million 
dollars, nearly all of which, to- 
gether with a large part of the 
vest of the gold credited to Geor- 
gia, was produced in this county.. 
Of course when the California fever 
bi'okeout in '1848' and' reports were 
circulated that a man could pick 
tip more gold there, in a month, 
than he could haul back across the 
plains i» a year, nearly all of the 
miners left this section. There 
were no railroads then, and few, if 
any, of them ever got back. Then 
the war came on and freed the ne- 
groes who had Worked the farms 
in the summer, scratched and pan- 
ned over' file hills a little in winter 
for their masters.

It has 
been the history of gold mining 
where, that when the "plac- 
surfaec findings were ex- 
d the small miners left it and 
sought other fields. 

California and Colorado Were 
supposed to be practically exhaus- 
ted Of placer deposits forty years 
ago, yet other seekers have found 
new ones. Combination and capi- 
tal with new inventions, methods 
and processes, haVc taken up the 
unfinished work of those abandon- 
ed fields, ahd made them the great- 
est gold producers cf the world, 
and yet, strange! to say s there is in 
sight of me Virgin placers that will 
pay untold'millions, and all around 
me open cuts on large bodies of 
hard ore that paid well next to the 



surface but abandoned when sul- 
phurets were reached. Yet not a

Thc|orc being mill- 
ed at the Hand is giving yery satis- 
factory results. 

A party of Ohio capitalists haye 
been recently prospecting io Fan- 
nin county, and will likely invest 
and kaolia properties en the 
Murphy branch of the A. K, & N. 
K'y. 

Mr. Howe has a number of 
hands employed who are engaged 
in prospecting for gold on several 
lots on the Chestatec river. This 
part of the county has had but lit-. 
tie attention in the way of mining 
and will cause a new field to be 
opened up which, in our opinion, 
11 be very rich. 

The Cherokee Advance says that 
one of the shafts at the Creighton 
in that county has reached a 
depth of about 1,000 feet and the 
vein grows richer and bigger as it 
is followed.

Both of their auri- 
ferous deposit mines are showing 
up exceedingly well and it is exs 
pected that their next clean up will 
far exceed all previous ones and 
again pay another handsome divi- 
dend to its owner who is now in 
the West. 

Among the yisitors in Dahlones 
ega last week were Gen. Warner, 
president of the Grown Mountain 
Gold Mining Company, and L. K. 
Donovin, of Ohio. The gentle- 
men were looking over the pro- 
lade during the past month 
in the construction of the Compa- 
ny's milling plant and pumping 
station, and expressed themselves 
as being highly pleased with the 
advancement made. Prospector 
Henry liobcrts recently made an> 
other good strike on the south side 
of the Crown 'Mountain. It has 
been named the Carlile vein and is 
towing up well as the tunnel is 
driven on it. 

Capt. J. W. Adams, president, 
of the Dahloncga Consolidated and 
Standard Gold Mining Cos, to- 
gether with Prof. F. R, Adams, 
have spent several days in the city 
since our last issue, accompanied 
by 4 or 5 other gentlemen from 
the north. The latter gentlemen 
were never here before and the 
mines were very interesting to 
them, all of whom expressed them- 
pleased with the mining; 
field. Prof. Adams says that the 
Hix process has been thoroughly 
tested and found to be the very 
thing to save the gold.

IMena, i*fc>nt. ,. is the first woman- 
lawyer &om the state of Montana, 
the f&st woman.! assistant attorney 
in the United States,, and she has 
received the largest fee ever paid 
to a practitioner of the gentler 
sex, which fee was $10,000, for her 
services in a case involving valua* 
ble copper and silver mines in 
Butte City-,. i» which James B.j 
Ekggia., the multi-millionaire of 
California, was the plaintiff.
